AN EDITORIAL 


Who is the main enemy of the peoples of the Latin American 
nations? 


The answer to this question is not to be found in the 
flowery rhetoric now issuing from the rostrum at the Lima Con- 
ference, nor in the elegant broadcasts through which the Confer- 
ence was built up, nor in the shameless dispatches and editorials 
of the Daily Worker. 


The answer is to be discovered in the hard, cold, sober stat- 
istics of investment and trade, and in the harsh facts of the 
political histories of the twenty Latin American countries. 


And there is not the slightest doubt about the true answer: 
the main enemy of the peoples of the Latin American nations 
is the United States Government, its Yankee Imperialism. 


It is Yankee Imperialism, guided by the gloved fists of 
“good neighbors” Roosevelt and Hull, that occupies the dominant 
position in Latin American trade. United States commerce with 
Latin America is more than twice the amount of its nearest 
competitor, 

In spite of the difficulties in estimation caused by the fiscal 
chaos of the past decade, the figures prove that the United 
States capital investment in Latin America now totals far above 
that of any other power. 


In the deep, stifling mines of Peru and Mexico, on the oil 
fields of Venezuela and Colombia, in the jungles of Central 
America, on the sugar plantations of Cuba and Puerto Rico, the 
starved and miserable people of Latin America sweat their life- 
blood away for the great Wall Street corporations: for the United 
Fruit Company, Cerro da Pasco, Anaconda Copper, Standard 
Fruit, American Sugar Refining, Standard Oil of New Jersey, 
the ‘Texas Company. 


After suitable bribes to the puppet officials of the local gov- 
ernments, governments made and unmade at will by these same 
corporations and the U. S. State Department—aided when neces- 
sary by the Marines and the Navy—the dishonored profits find 
their way back into the coffers of America’s Sixty Families. 


Yankee Imperialism, which has only since the War moved 
into first place among the brigands, is not of course without 
rivals for so juicy a prize. The two important contenders are: 
British imperialism and German imperialism; the other powers, 
including the much talked about Italy and Japan, are altogether 
minor factors. 


In the total of capital investment, Britain is close behind the 
United States, and dominates several of the nations, especially 
the importdnt Argentina. In volume of trade Great Britain and 
Germany have been running neck and neck during the past few 
years, with Germany now slightly ahaed—the trade of both 
together totalling less than that of the United States alone. 


Control of the Latin American market is absolutely essen- 
tial to United States economy. Deprived of this outlet, the U. S. 
capital economy would collapse overnight, U, S. capitalist economy 
can continue in operation only on the backs of the Latin American 


peoples. 

To keep control of this market, essential to its existence. U. S. 
imperialism is prepared to employ any means: diplomacy, graft, 
the creation and destruction of local governments, armed inter- 
vention, intensive propaganda, and, finally, war against any and 
all imperialist rivals. 

This is the real background of the Lima Conference. 


All the talk about “democracy,” “the American system,” 
“peace,” is so much bellywash. What Yankee Imperialism cares 
about Democracy and peace is shown by the record: by the 
ravaging of Puerto Rico, the armed robbery of Panama from 
Colombia, the U, S. troops scouring Mexico for Villa and the 
Navy bombing Vera Cruz, the bloody Cuban governments of 
Machado and Batista directed by the U. S. ambassador, the 
marines pillaging Nicaragua in their campaign to exterminate 
Sandino. 

What the native imperialist stewards, jockeying for the 
highest bids among the great powers, care about democracy and 
peace is shown with a grim enough irony by the fact that among 
the entire twenty nations, there are only two that approximate a 
democratic government and three others with a pitiful minimum 
of democratic rights; the remainder are bloody terrorizing dicta- 
torships. 


Yankee Imperialism, the main enemy of the Latin American 
peoples, is the same enemy that faces the workers of the United 
States in their struggle for a decent life. The Latin American 
peoples are the chief allies of the workers of the United States 
in the common struggle. The fate of the workers here is insep- 
arably bound up with the struggle of the Latin American peoples 
for Freedom, against the imperialist yoke. 

We must expose relentlessly, day in and day out, the mon- 
strous hypocrisy whereby Roosevelt and Hull, with the aid of 
their liberal and reformist and Stalinist allies, strive through such 
projects as the Lima Conference to enlist the Latin American 
peoples as pawns of Yankee Imperialism in its world contest with 
its imperialist challengers. 


We must join forces with the Latin American peoples on the 
basis of the sole progressive perspective, the sole effective pro- 
gram: the struggle against the world imperialist system as a whole, 
and above all the struggle against Linited States imperialism, the 
main and direct enemy of the masses of the two Americas

WPA SLASHED -- 
FDR XMAS GIFT

More than 55,000 working class 
children in New York City will 
celebrate Christmas week by go- 
ing without their only square 
meals—the lunches served by 
WPA workers. This branch of 
the WPA is being discontinued. 

More than 1,500 workers on the 
Federal Arts Project are to be 
fred by January frst, (Merry 
Xmas! from F.D.R.) 


In New Jersey, workers are 
being fired because they are “too 
old to work” and told to apply 
for old age pensions. These “old 
timers” point out that the pen- 
sions are about one-third the 
present WPA wage. Furthermore, 
it takes nearly eight weeks be- 
fore the application is accepted 
for a pension and then takes an- 
other nine or ten weeks hefore 
any action is taken, In the mean- 
time these workers may be 
evicted or have their credit 
stopped in the grocery stores, 
Several such cases already exist. 
Even the Governor of New Jer- 
sey is upset about it and has 
written a frantic but futile letter 
to the smiling F.D.R. begging for 
some assistance in order that the 
state may escape the responsibili- 
ty for these old workers 
The Buck Is Passed

Barri- 
cades built in the Bureaus and 
defense squads of workers on the 
outside have prevented the cops 
from moving a single worker 
from the bureaus. 

“We are going to remain here 
until Christmas unless the 
proper shoes and coats are pro- 
vided for our children. The 
sight of naked children would 
be a shocking picture for San- 


- ta Claus, wouldn’t it?” declared 


Otte Popovitch, President of 
the Jamaica Unemployed 
League. 

The relief officials have turned 
off the heat in the bureaus, 
locked the fire exits and wash 
rooms, and have refused to allow 
food to be sent into the strikers, 
A picket line has been thrown 
around both bureaus—in Jamaica, 
Long Island and on West 16th 
Street in New York City. 

The parents have decided to 
turn their children over to the 
children's aid societies while they 
remain on strike, so that the 
children will get food. It costs 
the city $1.50 a week to provide 
it

Uneasy Interlude 
Precedes Open 
Struggle 


Events in Europe during the 
next few months will depend 
largely upon what happens In 
France. 


Iven the capitalist press under- 
stands now that France is headed 
for a change in regime. It rec- 
ognizes that Daladier is paving 
the way for the abandonment of 
the so-called democratic institu- 
tions and is speculating only on 
the time and method of the 
change. 


Uneasy Interlude 


The immediate situation in 
France is that of an uneasy in- 
terlude, In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties last week Daladier won a 
slim majority based exclusively 
upon the center and right. In a 
situation of crisis such as contin- 
ues to exist in France, this tight 
parliamentary balance simply re- 
flects the approach of momentous 
events outside of parliament. 

That Daladier, the French Gen- 
eral Staff, and the Fascist gangs 
are preparing for this change we 
know quite well, Whether the 
workers will be prepared on their 
part to meet this menace to their 
organized existence is the cru- 
cial question now. The whining 
of the Socialist, Stalinist, and 
trade union bureaucrats will not 
avail but will only make it easier 
for Daladier, or whoever succeeds

EVENTS ABROAD’ Demand Entry Here; 


Storm Consulates 


| Victims of Nazi Persecution Plead in Berlin, 
Vienna, and Naples for 
Asylum in U. S. 


Three hundred thousand Germans have registered at American 
consulates in Germany in Paris, Prague, Naples and other European 
cities. Three hundered thousand victims of Nazi persecution, pleading 
for asylum in America. 

Those who, having managed to get out of Germany, thought 
they had found peace in Czechoslovakia and France, now find most 
of the remnants of Czechoslovakia completely Nazified, and the 
Daladier government conducting a veritable reign of terror against 
“foreigners,” i.e. refugees. 

Italy has ordered all foreign-born Jews to emigrate within 
three months; more than 3,000 Jewish refugees, most of them having 
fled from Austria after its annexation by Germany, are besieging the 
American consulate in Naples. Of 4,200 refugees applying there for 
visas, only 420 have received them. 

Out of the depth of their despair, the refugees cry to us for help.

Anything Goes in Omaha 


Anything goes in Omaha. The 
bosses are aided by the anti-pick- 
eting law of Nebraska, but sup- 
plement this with brazen lawless- 
ness. Checks sent by the Team- 
sters International cannot be 
cashed at local banks. The Omaha 
National Bank even refused to 
cash a cashier's check from the 
Kansas City National Bank! 


Landlords, furniture and cloth- 
ing proprietors who sell on credit, 
auto companies, etc., have been 
called into meetings by the bank- 
ers and industrialists and ordered 
to demand immediate payment 
for all goods from strikers. Hun- 
dreds of strikers have, as a result, 
come to the union pleading for as- 
sistance to prevent the loss of 
their few possessions. 

When the International and 
neighboring locals came to the 
aid of the strikers, the banks re- 
fused to cash the checks, But with 
the aid of Local 41 of Kansas City, 
the cash was secured and the 
strikers aided in time. 

Deny Strikers Relief 

Magaret, local welfare head and 
brother-in-law of the ringleader of 
the truck operators, has refused 
all relief to strikers on their fami- 
lies, disregarding the ruling of the 
county attorney that the families 
are entitled to relief. 

On any pretext the police carry 
out mass arrests; one pretext was 
the shooting of a union man! 

Scabs and strikebreafers go 
about openly armed.

Drivers’ Cooperation 
Stops Work; Bosses 
Sign Up 


(Special to Socialist Appeal) 

TOLEDO, Ohio, Dec. 8.—Over 
100 delegates representing 35 
loca} C.I.O. unions at the Toledo 
Industrial Union Council tonight 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
calling on President Roosevelt 
and the State Department ‘to 
immediately offer asylum in the 
United Staves by lifting all re- 
strictions and quota limitations 
to the refugee victims of Fas- 
cism.” 

The resolution came before the 
Council through the medium of 
Local 29, United Office and Pro- 
fessional Workers, WPA Division 
where it was passed unanimously 
two weeks previously. Ted Se- 
lander, delegate from the U.O. 
P.W.A, local, spoke briefly for the 
resolution, following which it was 
passed, The Stalinists falled to 
open their mouths on this ques- 
tion, 

Whereas, the oppression and 
dispossession of the entire Jewish 
population of Germany, compris- 
ing over half a million men, wo- 
men and chidren, has shocked 
the whole civilized world;

The “great liberal," Senator 
George W. Norris of Nebraska, 
has viewed this regime in his own 
backyard, and no attempt to get 
him to speak out has pried his 
big mouth open. 

Fortunately for the strikers, 
they are backed by the full power 
of the Teamsters International 
and the militant truckdrivers’ 
movement of the Northwest. 

A five-man committee, with 
Farrell Dobbs of Minneapolis as 
its secretary, represents the 
Teamsters International on the 
spot, with extraordinary powers. 
The same committee is cleaning 
up remaining spots in the area 
where negotiations have not yet 
been concluded, and the Nebraska 
bosses are ever more isolated In 
their desperate fight. 

Teamsters’ strategists are confi- 
dent of the victorious conclusion 
of the Omaha strike and are al- 
ready thinking of the task of ex- 
panding the 1ll-state agreement 
into a national uniform agree- 
ment for all highway drivers. 


N.Y. CHECKERS 
WIN STRIKE 


NEW YORK, N. Y.—The strong 
solidarity of the truck drivers, 
who walked out in sympathy with 
1500 platform men and checkers 
employed at the terminals and 
caused a virtual stoppage of all 
trucking to and from the city 


this week, resulted in a union 
victory. 
The strike was called last 


Thursday by the Motor Bus and 
Terminal Checkers, Platform and 
Office Workers, Local 21510, A.F. 
of L. after unlon officials had re- 
peatedly failed to reach gn agree- 
ment with the bosses Highway 
Transport Association. 

With shipping completely tied 
up, the bosses were forced to sign 
a contract providing a $5.50 daiiy 
minimum instead of the $4.40 a 
day rate they had previously re- 
ceived. The agreement also pro- 
vided that the pay rate was to 
again increase to $6.50 a day 
minimum after 10 and one-half 
months. 

Although no strike of truck 
drivers was called, members of lo- 
cals 807 and 816 of the Teamsters 
Union refused to cross picket 
lines into the terminals, thus 
demonstrating their sympathy 
with the strikers. 

Mayor La Guardia, in his at- 
tempt to break the solidarity of 
the drivers with the striking ter- 
minal men, read the "riot act” to 
the truckmen with the hope that 
he could frighten them back to 
work, 

"There is no truck strike and 
there should be none.” the Mayor 
said. “The trucks are not in- 
volved." 

But the truck drivers held firm, 
and the trucks were involved 
enough to assure the union vic- 
tory. 


500 Protest WPA 
Cuts in St. Paul 


ST. PAUL, Minn.. Dec. 10—500 
W.P.A. and rellef workers pro- 
tested Roosevelt's W.P.A. lay-offs 
and demanded that every worker 
be given a job at decent wages, at 
a mass meeting held here at the 
State Capitol, under the spon- 
sorship of the Workers Benefit 
Association. 

Not content with a mere protest 
against W.P.A, lay-offs, the work- 
ers passed a resolution in support 
of the Mahoney Bill which has as 
its aim the setting up of state 
owned industries and the putting 
to work of all able-bodied workers 
in every kind of necessary in- 
dustry, 

Voicing their condemnation of 
Roosevelt's huge armaments cam- 
paign, the mass meeting of Work- 
ers Benefit Association members 
and interested trade unionists de- 
manded that war funds be turned 
over to the unemployed so that 
every man, woman and child can 
be guaranteed a living. 

The mecting also passed a reso- 
lution demanding the raising of 
relief standards all along the line. 

Speakers at the meeting in- 
cluded William Mahoney, origin- 
ator of the State Industries Bill, 
Oscar Votaw, of the Machinists 
Union, A.F.L,, Charlotte Ross, Ed- 
ucational Director of the Workers 
Benefit Association, and Oscar 
Kohler, Youth Secretary of the 
Federal Workers Section 5H. 

The Workers Benefit Associa- 
tion, closely allied to the St. Paul 
trade union movement, was form- 
ed originally over a year ago by 
progressive workers who were! 
forced out of the Stalinist con- 
trolled Workers Alliance. It has 
been growing rapidly in recent 
months.

Idlers Wine and Dine Eden 
As Profiteers Hold Parley 


Concluding its sessions with the 
dull and empty platitudes of An- 


thony Eden, unofficial publicity 
agent in this country for the 
Anglo-American alliance, the Na- 
tional] Association of Manufactur- 
ers last week completed its an- 
ual Congress of American Indus- 
try. It is hard to judge whether 
the gathering was more notable 
for the infinitely low level of 
mind and intelligence revealed by 
the speeches of these “leaders of 
the nation,” or for the callous 
viciousness with which, as al- 
ways, they subordinated the burn- 
ing needs of the people of the 
country to their own yelping 
search for higher profits. 

Flushed with the reactionary 
gains in the November election, 
and confident that Congress and 
the Administration are now com- 
pletely under their thumb, these 
boss gangsters of U. S. finance- 
capital felt that this year they 
could afford to be more concilia- 
tory in the language they used 
about the New Deal and the 
place and duties of Government. 
Like fathers speaking to way- 
ward children, they merely re- 
minded Roosevelt and the new 
Congress that they wanted the 
Wagner Act amended in such a 
manner that it could not possibly 
inconvenience a single employer, 
the tax load on industry sharply 
reduced, Federal unemployment 
relief drastically curtailed, and In 
general the Government to keep 
its nose out of their affairs un- 
less its help were specifically 
asked for. 

O'"Mahoney’s Pledge 


An interesting feature of the 
meeting was the address of Sena- 


tor O'Mahoney, Chairman of the 
“monopoly committee.” Anyone 
having any lingering doubts that 
the monopoly committee might be 
seriously planning an investiga- 
tion into the nature of U, S. busi- 
ness or any genuine effort to cor- 
rect abuses, was set to rights by 
the worthy Senator. He pledged 
himself and his committee one 
hundred percent to the interest 
of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, promised solemnly 
to be a good boy during the entire 
investigation, and dedicated his 
political life to upholding the 
“glorious system of free enter- 
prise,” 

While they guzzied their five 
dollar a plate Waldorf-Astoria 
dinners and swilled the highballs 
bought and paid for out of the 


sweat and blood of the 5,000,000 


workers in the factories they con- 
trol. They listened to orator after 
orator—not only their own mem- 
bers, but their hired prostitutes 
like Dean William F. Russell of 
Teachers College, Columbia, and 
their numerous preachers and 
politicians — mouthing bloated 
phrases about “ethics,” 
dom,” “initiative,” and explaining 
to the public how fortunate are 
the people of this country to be 
governed and led by such a holy, 
God-fearing and enlightened 
group of cut-throats as the Na- 
tional Association of Manufac- 
turers. 

Anthony Eden's speech, with its 
veiled but unmistakeable call for 
a new imperialist war to save the 
tottering British Empire under 
the Roosevelt-Chamberlain slogan 
of Democracy, brought the pro- 
ceedings to an appropriate close.

Fingerprinting New Scheme 

In order to further the firings 
and reductions of relief, the WPA 
officials have brought forward a 
new idea—fingerprinting all the 
unemployed and WPA workers! 
This latest order, the C.LO. News 
of December 12 points out, is ex- 
tremely dangerous. Fingerprint- 
ing workers means a blacklist of 
all militant union members. The 
trade unions and all unemployed 
organizations should immediately 
take up the fight against this new 
Roosevelt policy. 

The C.I.O. has begun a cam- 
paign to prevent layoffs and stop 
discrimination against union men 
by WPA officials. In New York 
Clty the Unemployed and Project 
Workers Union is fighting tooth 
and nail to increase the allow- 
ances for coal, clothing and food 
for the unemployed and to pre- 
vent layoffs of WPA workers. 


But Roosevelt 


Progressives Gain 
In Cafeteria Union 


NEW YORK. — Progressive 
strength in the food workers 
union here showed a gratifying 
increase over the previous elec- 
tions. The Stalinist edministra- 
tion in coalition with oid-line 
office-holders rode into office 
again in the polling just com- 
pleted in Cafeteria Employees 
Union, Local 302. 


Larry Phillips, Progressive can- 
didate for Secretary-Treasurer, 
polled 1,258 votes as against his 
opponent who was re-elected with 
3,301 votes. The Progressive vote 
represented an increase of 500 
over the previous elections, The 
increased administration vote 
came from the newly organized 
chain cafeterias, 


The workers in these cafeterias 
-where no minimum wages were 
established—had virtually no con- 
tact with the union because of a 


deliberate policy on the part of 


the administration to prevent the 
holding of membership meetings, 
Thus while the opposition was 
prevented from bringing adminis- 
tration mismanagement before 
these workers, the officials called 
“private” meetings to instruct 
these workers in fighting—not the 
bosses!—but the Progressives. 

Another factor in the victory of 
the Stalinists was their ability to 
wield economic pressure against 
the workers, This included fram- 
ing workers out of their jobs, 
usually with the assistance of the 
Bosses’ Association, in clique con- 
trol over the Labor Chief's office 
and discriminatory distribution of 
work to the union's unemployed 
members. 


A minor victory was scored by 
the Progressives in the exclusion 
of Harry Lieben, Stalinist thug 
and Business Agent, from the 
“rank and file” (administration) 
slate. Lieben's exploits in framing 
and slugging workers in his terri- 
tory have been mentioned in pre- 
vious issues of the Appeal.

On Pushing Appeal Sales

ALLENTOWN, Pa. The 
coming of the twice-weekly is 
just about the best news one 
could possibly receive. and a 
day for the grandest kind of 
celebration! 


You ask how we in Allentown 

intend to get out the best news- 
paper that's printed? Um, that's 
easy—it sells itself, providing 
each comrade puts his shoulder 
to the task. The thing to do is 
to make each and every com- 
rade, none excluded, automat- 
ically responsible for at least 
two copies. We in Allentown are 
very lucky to have two very 
responsible comrades, only 72 
and 78 years old—Mother Kim- 
mel, 72, who sells at least 6 Ap- 
peals every week, often more, 
and Comrade Wickman, 78, who 
sells the paper with me. Also 
John Brucker who has what it 
takes. 


The most important thing to 
do is to watch the local papers 
for union meetings, mass meet- 
ings and all kinds of meetings ` 
where workers gather. Then 
two or more comrades cover the 
meeting with Appeals, and like 
the little newsie on the corner, 
CALL out the headline or the 
item nearest the mind of the 
worker attending the mecting. 


Regularity Imperative 


Of course, the mill gates are 
very important. That is regular, 
routine work. Comrade Wick- 
man and I cover Bethlehem 
Steel every Thursday. We also 
cover two Spanish clubs and 
one Portuguese Club in Beth- 
lehem on Thursdays. Do you 
notice the specified day? That 
is very important. Workers be- 
come used to you coming there 
on just such a day and just 
such a time. Now with the com- 
ing twice-weekly we are laying 
the ground work »y telling the 
workers that the paper is soon 
coming out twice a week and at 
a lower price (3c). 


We also have a route that 
two sons of a comrade cover 
weekly for regular customers. 
Then there is the important 
matter of getting out into the 
streets—especially the main 
street—where workers walk— 


regularly. 


If you notice, regularity is the 
keynote. I have regular places, 
regular times to go to them 
and we are getting regular cus- 
tomers, As soon gas better 
weather conditions permit we 
will be covering more mills; 
there will be street corner meet- 
ings again; really concentrated 
STREET SHELLING and then 
we will challenge anyone our 


size to try and beat us! 

The only difference that the 
twice-weekly will make is that 
instead of doing these regular 
things once a week, we will do 
them twice a week, and believe 
me, I expect that within a 
month's time after the lower- 
priced paper comes out, we will 
have to increase the bundle, As 
summer gets under way, the 
bundle orders will go up and 
up and UP! 

The whole thing just rests on 
getting out regularly to certain 
places. This business of selling 
the Appeal doesn’t worry me in 
the least—in fact I'm al] pepped 
up, particularly in regard to 
the lower price. I really do ex- 
pect to double my sales in no 
time at all when the price 
comes down, It takes time’ to 
build up the sales but it is 
really worth while. It forms a 
sort of friendly spirit with the 
workers, They read the paper 
and come back for more. They 
tell their friends about the Ap- 
peal and others buy. 

There are plenty of places 
around here that are ripe for 
the picking; places where you 
can see the workers are looking 
for something they thought they 
had jin the C. P. and where they 
will soon learn that it really is 
in the Socialist Workers Party.

At last Stalin 
speaks out—but it turns out that, 
instead of a statement by Stalin 
on the present onslaught against 
German Jewry, there is palmed 
off on us a statement by Stalin 
made on January 12, 1931! 
It would be screamingly ludi- 
crous, if it were not so unutter 


Jewish refugees,” Assuming that 
to tind refuge for 500,000 Jews 
would be impossible for the So-

speakers. 

Toledo: C.1.0,. Industrial Union 
Council, composed of 35 unions, 
call on Roosevelt and the State 
Department to lift all restrictions 
and quota limitations to enable 
refugees to come in. The resolu- 
tion was introduced by the dele- 
gates from Local 29, United Of- 
fice and Professional Workers of 
America, which had previously 
adopted it. 

Boston: A membership meeting 
of the C.LO, United Office and 
Professional Workers Union this 
week unanimously passed a reso- 
lution for abrogation of all re- 
strictions on refugee immigration, 
after a Stalinist attempt to table 
the motion was defeated. 

Plentywood, Montana: Federal 
Labor Union No, 21760 directed a 
resolution to Montana congress- 
men, declaring the “steps so far 
taken by political representatives 
are nothing more than pious pro- 
testations," and "that we demand 
of our representatives in Con- 
gress that they remove all immi- 
gration restrictions and open the 
doors of this country to the vic- 
tims of Hitler's atrocities,” 

Cleveland: A mass meeting on 
December 9th at the Workmen's 
Center, auspices of Local Cleve- 
land of the Socialist Workers 
Party, around the slogan: 
“Enough Pious Tears! Admit the 
Refugees!" 

Bronx, N. ¥:: Parents Associa- 
tion of Public School 25, meeting 
last week, telegraphed Roosevelt, 
calling “upon the President and 
Congress of the United States to 
restore the right of asylum and 
to permit the entry of the perse- 
cuted and oppressed into this 
country by the immediate lifting 
of all restrictions and quota limi- 
tations.” 


Hitler Demands Ransom 


This preliminary trickle of ac- 
tivity- -must grow into a torrent if 
the refugees are to be saved. On 
Tuesday afternoon, the capitalist 
press gave eight column banners 
to a story, “Hitler Modifies Drive 
Against Jews,” but ttpon examina- 
tion it merely turns out to be a 
further move by Hitler to force 
American Jews to pay ransom 
for German Jewry. So long as 
the doors of America remain shut 
to the refugees, little can be done 


for them. Opening the doors of 
America to the refugees remains 
the key to saving the refugees. 

As militant labor and other pro- 
ponents of aiding the refugees 
prepare for the fight to secure 
Congressional action, the various 
capitalist groups prepare to keep 
the refugees in Hitler's 
house. 


Reactlonary Legion Stand 

Using the Dies Comittee as 
a sounding-board, Stephen F. 
Chadwick, National Commander 
of the Legion, declared to that 
House committee:

In his column in the Daily 
Worker of November 18th, Gan- 
nes offered a series of explana- 
tions that are in reality effective 
accusations against the Soviet 
bureaucracy.

material Because even if it did 
ask, it would have to be refused.

thousands of lives.

For the Jews are not only dispersed and have no national 
state; the same is, in essence, true of the Irish, for every Irish 
nationalist knows that the government of “Eire” is a puppet of 
British imperialism, But the inhabitants of Ireland are Irish, while 
the inhabitants of Palestine are predominantly Arabs. 

Under what conditions, then, can one envisage a Jewish 
Palestine? Obviously only two: (1) By agreement with the. 
Arabs, who inhabit not only Palestine but the Near East; or (2) 
by driving the Arabs out of Palestine with fire and sword. There is 
no third real alternative. An ostensible third alternative, the pro- 
posal that Jews enter Palestine in such numbers that they will 
constitute the majority in the country, is merely a variation of 
either (1) or (2) for it means Jewish domination of Palestine, 

The actual course followed by the Zionists has been a futile 
attempt to avoid these plain alternatives. The leaders of the 
Histadruth (Federation of Trade Unions) understood quite well 
in the early post-war years that fo reach an agreement with the 
Arabs meant to unite the Arab peasants and workers with the 
Jewish agricultural and industrial workers against their oppressors, 
the Jewish and Arab bourgeoisie and landlords and the British 
overlords, the "mandate power” But the Jewish Agency and the 
Jewish National Fund were dominated by the Jewish capitalists, 
especially the American-Jewish capitalists—incidentally, domi- 
nated by the non-Zionist Jewish capitalists and financiers, who 
looked upon Palestine as merely one form of Jewish charity. The 
Histadruth adopted regulations providing for Arab-Jewish labor 
unions; but it remained a platonic gesture, for the Zionist leader- 
ship feared to antagonize those who held the purse strings. They

And to what end do the Zionists thus endanger the friend- 
ship of the colonial peoples of Asia and Africa for the Jews? Is 
it not clear that no matter how servile the Zionist movement will 
be to Britain it will not receive in return the right of unrestricted 
immigration into Palestine?

Out of a clear blue sky the 
Daily Worker announces casually 
that "Trotskyist spies attempted 
to poison" Yezhov.

How? Where? We hear of it for 
the first time. But do not worry.

Stalin! 

Why He Must Go 

Yezhov is doomed, like Yagoda 
before him, because Stalin is 
compelled to operate on the tra- 
ditional pirate axiom: Dead men 
tell no tales. Yagoda knew too 
much about the hideous frame- 
ups and purges, about the ex- 
torted fraudulent confessions; 
and he had to be done away with. 
Yezhov knows even more than 
Yagoda knew. It was during his 
incumbency in the G.P.U. that 
the horrible purges spread to 
every corner of the Soviet Union. 

Almost every important Com- 
missar in the government of Rus- 
sia, the Ukraine, White Russia, 
Siberia, Georgia, and Transcauca- 
sia, etc., etc, was removed, im- 
prisoned or “legally” assassinated 
upon his orders. Literally thou- 
sands of Red Army and Navy 
officers were wiped out under his 
regime. He knows too well the 
whys and wherefores of the 
purge. He is too dangerous a 


fate awaits Yezhov theman to have around. That is 


why he must be disposed of. 
Stalin plans to cure his “declin- 
ing health” with a G.P.U, bullet 
at the base of the brain. 

Two Years of "Glory" 

For the past two years, the 
Stalinist press has been filled 
with dithyrambic praises for Yez- 
hov. He was the Buckler and the 
Shield; onr Shining and Glorious 
Yezhov; the High Protector 
of the Republic;; the Flaming 
Scourge of the Enemies of the 
People; the Incorruptible Bolshe- 
vik Ferret; the Heroic Marshal 
of the Heroic Red Army. Tomor- 
row, the same press will drag 
him in the mud of nauseating 
invective which is the normal 
mode of speech of the Stalinist 
school. 


Yezhov'’s successor, Lavrenti 
Beria, is not to be envied, for he 
too will inevitably fellow the 
same road that was trod before 
him. Beria's qualifications for the 
position that was once occupied 
by the truly incorruptible and 
noble revolutionist Dzerzhinsky, 
are very simple. Unscrupulous to 
the utmost, cynical product of a 
cynical regime, unquestioningly 
servile in his flattery to the Bor- 
gia who employs him, he has 
risen to prominence not in the 
service of the revolution but ra- 
ther by climbing a veritable 
mountain of corpses. 


Beria’s Apprenticeship 


Beria distinguished himself first 
by cleaning out of the Georgian 
Communist party all the old Bol- 
sheviks that still remained in the 
ranks after Stalin came to undis- 
puted power, 


In recent times, he has been 
the director of the campaign to 
exterminate all these old revolu- 
tionists physically, without bene- 
fit even of those semi-public trials 
which were vouchsafed Zinoviev 
and Pyatakov. Budu Mdivani, 
Okudjava and hundreds of others, 


founders and builders of the 
Georgian revolutionary move- 
ment, were murdered by the 


firing squad in numbers and 
with a refined cruelty such as 
Czar Nicholas the Bloody never 
reached, Beria is a fitting succes- 
sor to Yezhov, as the latter was a 
fitting successor to Yagoda. 


= ICANNON, JAMES 
SPEAK ON FRANCE 


NEW YORK—Before a capacity 
audience in Irving Piaza last Fri- 


day night, C. L. R. James, noted 


British writer, and James P. Can- 
non, Nat'l Secretary of the Social- 
ist Workers Party, spoke on the 
recent events in France and gave 


a brilliant dnalysis of the political 
conflicts underlying them. 


James outlined the ebb and flow 


of the struggle between the mili- 


tant workers of France and the 
Fascist reaction since the days of 


the strect fighting of February, 
1934. Clearly, 
showed that at all times the mili- 
tancy of the werkers has been 


ready to break out into open con- 


flict against the bosses. It has 
been held in check only through 
the traitorous policies of the Pop- 
ular Front, through the class-col- 
laboration methods of the trade- 
union leadership and the open so- 
cial-patriotic line of the French 
Communist Party. 


He pointed out that the last 
general strike was forced on the 
“leaders” by the rank and file just

This time, only even more 
strongly than before, the action 
was resisted by the trade-union 
leadership and sabotaged by the 
Communist Party, which was as 
anxious as Daladier not to “en- 
danger the defense of France” by 
a slowing down of production in 
the factories.

Reason 
number one: To have the Soviet 
Union “isolatedly attempt to grant 
asylum to the Jewish victims of 
Nazi barbarism" would be to 
prove Hitlers’ contention that the 
Jewish people are Communists, 
To save the Jews from such a 
horrible accusation the Soviet 
leaders are willing to let them 
suffer the tortures of hell in Nazi 
Germany.

Word has just been received 
from the State Department in 
Washington that Russell Negrete 
Blackwell, American anti-fascist 
militant, jailed in Loyalist Spain, 
will be brought to trial soon.

and humanity, would have seized 
this opportunity to proclaim to 
the world its readiness to offer 
asylum, within its limitations, to 
the political and racial subjects 
of persecution, A degenerated 
workers’ state under the leader- 
ship of a corrupt Stalinist bureau- 
cracy is fearful, among other 
things, lest the admission of 
“foreigners” would increase the 
elements hostile to it. 

Was it not found necessary by 
Stalin to jail and kill innumerable 
Hungarian, German, Finnish, 
Italian communists who escaped 
from their own tyrants only to 
find themselves under a tyranny 
just as bad if not worse than the 
one from which they escaped? 

Not until the Stalinist bureau- 
eracy is removed will the Soviet 
Union become a haven of refuge 
for those who are oppressed and 
persecuted for their racial origin 
or their political activitles,

After years of nauseating chatter about the 
great mission of the “people” in the fight for 
“decency” and “liberty,” events surrounding 
the persecution of Jews in Germany drive home 
the point that the working class is the only class 
in modern society capable of leading any pro- 
gressive movement. 

While frock-coated millionaires, _big-shot 
rabbis and priests are making the welkin ring 
with cheap protest against Hitler and just as 
cheap sympathy for the Jews, the only real pro- 
gram of assistance for the refugees comes from 
the labor movement, The campaign for ‘‘open- 
ing the doors” of the U.S. to the victims of 
Nazi persecution has already been taken up by 


a considerable number of unions. 

Local 544 of Minneapolis, the Harris County, 
Texas, C.L.O. Council, Local 10 1.L.G.W.U., Lo- 
cal 5 American Federation of Teachers, the 
Headquarters Branch of the M.F,O.W.&U. 
(Marine Firemen), a Federal Labor Union in 
Montana and an Office Workers Local in Bos- 
ton have passed resolutions favoring the drop- 
ping of immigration restrictions to refugees. 

While this list indicates the real sentiment of 
the American workers towards the refugees, it 
would be folly to say that it has more than 
skimmed the surface of the American labor 
movement. 


Where are the names of the C.1.0. and the 
A.F. of L. which have passed such defiant reso- 
lutions against Hitler—and whose leaders, Lewis 
and Green lose no occasion to make high-sound- 
ing speeches of “deep concern’ for refugees? 

Where is the name of the United Automobile 
Workers, which was in the forefront of the 
unions in the fight against war—and whose 
leader Homer Martin takes great pride in cham. 
Pioning progressive causes? 

Where is the name of the needle trades un- 
ions, whose leaders never fail to appear on 
public platforms to shed bitter tears about the 
misfortune of the Jews? 

Where is the name of Local 22 of the LL. 
G.W.U. or the Knitgoods workers local, both led 
by Lovestoneites whose political organization 
has publicly declared for the opening of the 
doors: to the U,S.? 

Where are the Stalinist-led unions, the Fur- 
riers, the Foodworkers, the National Maritime 
Union, etc., whose leaders make a profession 


out of violent anti-Hitlerite speeches—most of 
which is jingo pro-war agitation? 

The workers in these and other unions should 
demand an accounting from their leaders. The 
labor movement least of all can tolerate the 
“sympathy” racket. It must act—and act at once 

-for admitting the refugees into the United 
States. United and concerted action of the labor 
movement can force Congress to “open the 
doors” at its coming sessions.

U.S. Establishes Control Over Chile 
After Long Battle With Great Britain

United States financial and 
commercial interests have finally 


emerged victorious from the long. 
| drawn-out struggle for the can- 
trol of Chile, the world's chief 


source of that prime necessity of 
war, nitrates. Germar traders 
and British capitalists have been 
waging a strong fight for control 
of the Chilean markets. 

Prior to the World War British 
interests predomi- 
nated, but in 1914 Germany got 
out in front and stayed there un- 


til the beginning of this year. 
U. S. share of Chilean foreign 
trade was only one-half that of 


Great Britain in 1913. The U. S. 
forged ahead of her during the 
War, but then the struggle for 
second place shifted back and 
forth until last year, Last year 
the U. S. passed Britain with a 
cloud of dust and in February 
of this year managed to pass 
Germany as well. The compara- 
tive figures for sales to Chile for 
that month: U.S. 4,400,000 and 
Germany, $4,250,000, 

U. S. Investments Dominant 

In the investment field, that is 
the basic control of Chilean 
banking and industry, Germany

with the theory and practice of any kind of individual action, much 
less individual terrorism. At bottom, however justified it may be 
“morally,” It has always been either a substitute for or a brake upon 
the action of the masses which, properly organized, is the ONLY 
effective method of struggic against reaction. Yet, although our 
movement has always persistently and patiently combatted individual 
terrorism, it is proud of the fact that at all times and in all lands it 
has never hesitated, when confronted with a choice between the

We cherish the memory of William Tell and not of Gessler the 
tyrant, Not a shadow of infamy is attached in our minds to the 
epic traditions of the Russian terrorists who gave their lives in the 
struggle against the bloody Czars and Grand Dukes and their mur- 
derous police prefects.

Seven Cents a Day 


The aristocratic iand-owners, 
allying themselves with which- 
ever imperialist power happens 
to be dominant at the moment, 
have continued serenely along 
their money-grabbing path of 
feudal oppression of the Chilean 
peasantry, Four-fifths of all the 
arable land of Chile is owned by 
only 3,000 people. The millions of 
rotos, condemned to an average 
wage of about seven cents a day 
pilus a little bread and beans, live 
under a system of veritable medi- 
eval serfdom, 


It is these big land-owners who 
have formed the native backbone 
of every reactionary move in 
Chilean politics, They backed. thë 
Alessandri government during the 
middle 1920's after Alessandri 
had dropped his earlier liberal- 
ism, Then they supported the 
bloody anti-labor dictatorship of 
Ibanez from 1927 to 1931 although 
Ibanez, the agent of Yankee im- 
perialism, liquidated many Brit- 
ish interests and some over-ar- 
dent supporters of Britain. They 
backed the new Alessandri gov- 
ernment that took over follow- 
ing the short period of “chaos” 
after Ibanez was forced to flec. 

Strikes Overthrow Dictator 


This second Alessandri govern- 
ment put an end to a short period 
of comparative freedom brought 
on by strikes, revolts and threats 
of more throughout the country. 
Students and workers came out 
into the streets against Ibanez, as 
they did two years later against 
Alessandri when the sailors led 
the revolt. In the latter revolts, 
a semi-socialist government led 
by Carlos Davila and the popular 
labor leader and Socialist Mar- 
modrique Grove held power for a 
short time. But it didn't last 
long. Soon Alessandri and his 
British and land-owning friends 
were back in the saddle, to sit 
tightly on it until this year's elec- 


tions put in Pedro Aguirre Cerda, 
friend of Washington and Wall 
Street. 

In the hotly-contested election 
this October, the charge was 
made by many. especially the 
Communists, that Aguirre’s op- 
ponent, Senor Gustavo Ross San- 
ta Maria was—because of his op- 
position to the “people's front" 
and to U. S. contro! of Chile— 
an agert of the Fascist powers. 
Nothing could be further from 
the truth. At that time it was 
stated in the Socialist Appeal that 
Ross is the agent of “democratic” 
Brituin This becomes clear when 
one notices that the “radio pro- 
gram” featured on the front page 
of Ross' paper, El Diario Nustra- 
do, is limited to one station: the 
British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion, 

Wall Street Man 


“People's fronter” Aguirre made 
it publicly clear immediately after 
his election that he was no poor 
second even to Ross in authori- 
tarian ideas, “Left wing govern- 
ments,” says this millionaire 
landowner-capitalist, “need two 
assets; discretion on the part of 
the rulers and discipline on the 
part of the masses.” He also 
made it quite clear that he was 
pro-U.S. No “Mexicanization"— 
expropriation of Wall Street in- 
terests—for this country. 

The charge has been made by 
everyone but the Stalinists that 
Aguirre was supported by a 
strange “Front,” one so “popular” 
that it included the Fascists. The 
original Stalinist answer to this 
was that this support was given 
by individual Nazis who broke 
with their leadership. 

The Chilean press carried the 
following interesting item on 
October 18: “Aguirre Visits 
Ibanez (the jailed ex-dictator 
and co-leader of the Nazis.—D. 
B.). Thanks him for the with- 
drawal of his candidacy and the 
support he offers. .. .” 

The Stalinist Brass Check 

The Stalinists however said 
that it was only Ibanez and not 
Gonzalez von Marees, the other 
Nazi co-leader, who supported 
Aguirre. But the fact that the 
half-German Gonzalez also sup- 
ported Aguirre is further proved 
by the violent attacks on Gon- 
zalez appearing very prominenly 
on the pages of El Diario Ilustra- 
do. The Stalinists offer one final 
attempt at a squirm-out. 

Their leading Latin-American 
pen-prostitute, Mr, Ricardo Mar- 
tinez, whines at the hue and cry 
against the strange “Front.” Why 
should it be so surprising, says 
he, to see the Nazi demagogues 
trying to cover up their bank- 
ruptcy by supporting the People’s 
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‘Communists’ Become Open 
Backers of Arms Program 


Coming out brazenly for Roose- 
velts Big-Navy-Army building 
program in preparation for im- 
perialist war, Earl Browder, 
Fuehrer of the Communist Party, 
last week established a new land- 
mark in Stalinist degeneration. 
It is important to recognize the 
exact nature of the “advance” the 
Stalinists have now made over 
their previous subord:natian to 
the war-makers. 

The latest Stalinist line was is- 
sued in the form of a “report” 
by Browder to a “plenary session 
of the National Committee” 
which, needless to say, adopted it 
unanimously, In the days when 
the Communist Party enjoyed in- 
ternal democracy, the policy of 
the party was fixed, after a re- 
port and discussion, by resolu- 
tions, the majority resolution be- 
coming the program of the party. 
Now, of course, there are never 
any minority resolutions, and the 
program appears in the form of a 
pronouncement by the Kuehrer, 
the endorsing resolution of the 
National Committee merely con- 
sisting of heiling the pronounce- 
ment, 

Repeats France 

Masked and shamefaced jingo- 
ism, half-explicit avowals of loy- 
alty to the capitalist state, in- 
direct support of militarism, are 
now being replaced by open jingo- 
ism, unequivocal devotion to the 
capitalist state, and direct sup- 
port of armaments. 

What is now unfolding in the 
Stalinist camp and its sphere of 
influence is a repetition, word for 
word and step by step, of the 
fatal course down which the Stal- 
inists and the Social Democrats 


dragged the French workers. 
Browder is merely repeating 
Thorez, his French counter- 


part. He merely changes the 
name of Daladier to Roosevelt 
and Jouhaux to Lewis. Stalinist 
votes for the French military 
budget and military loans to 
semi-fascist Poland, are to be 
aped by Stalinist votes for Roose- 
velt's military budget and mili- 
tary loans to semi-fascist Brazil, 
etc. No one can accuse Fuehrer 
Browder of originality! 
Sacrificing Workers’ Needs 


As Thorez openly subordinated 
all considerations of social gains 
for the French working class to 
the sole rea) interest of the Stal- 
inists, the military alliance of the 
French bourgeoisie with Stalin, 
so Browder asks but one boon 
of American imperialism: mili- 
tary alliance with Stalin. Brow- 
der is, if anything, mere crude 
than Thorez was. He says: 

“Today, as never before, the 
fate of the world depends upon 
the role that will be played by 
these two greatest powers in 
the world (America and Soviet 
Russia) ... 

“It is necessary to find a pro- 
gram of collaboration which 
can effectively unite these two 
greatest world powers... . 

“The issue of a positive peace 
policy for America more and 
more becomes dominant and all 
alignments upon domestic is- 


sues readjust themselves to the 
larger line-up.” (Daily Worker, 

December 10, 1938.) 

In plain English: “Rulers of 
America, find a place in your im- 
perialist plans for a line-up in- 
volving Stalin, and in return we 
shall do our best to subofdinate 
every need of the workers to 
your military needs.” 

Browder Joins General Staff 

The new line drops all pretense 
of not supporting the Army and 
Navy general staff armament, 
proposals. Actually, the Stalinists 
were for the Big Navy Bill, when 
it was Introduced at the last ses- 
sion of Congress; the Stalinist 
lobbyists were extremely active 
in pushing the bill; but publicly 
the Stalinists “merely” attacked 
the opponents of the bil] as isola- 
tionists. This was typical of the 
previous technique. Now there is 
no longer any masking of the 
full line. Browder says: 

“Prior to the Munich pact, we 
declared that a correct peace 
policy . . . could quickly halt 
and remove the menace of fas- 
cist aggression without the ne- 
cessity of a big armaments pro- 
gram for our country... . 

“This argument on armament 
that was valid before Munich 
loses its force afterward . . . 
only American arms can pre- 
serve the Americas from con- 
quest by the Rome-Berlin-Tokio 
alliance.” (D. W., Dec. 7.) 

A Mess of Pottage 

In return for Stalinist support 
for armaments, Browder wants a 
military alliance for Stalin. He 

SAYS: 

“The question is not are we 
for armaments, yes or no; It is 
the more complicated question, 
‘Armaments, for what?’ If it is 
for the defense of the liberty 
and independence of our own 
and other peoples, yes, empha- 
tically yes! But the people 
must learn to make its ‘Yes’ a 
power for securing guarantees 
that the armaments will be for 
that purpose and for no other.” 
(D. W., Dec. 7.) 

Promise and Reality 

In other words, Browder pro- 
poses an exact repetition of the 
French debacle, In return for the 
Franco-Soviet pact and Daladier’s 
promises, the Stalinists not only 
voted military budgets but broke 
up and terrorized workers’ meet- 
ings called to opposed military 
expansion. After the Stalinists 
had served their purpose, they 
were thrust aside, the Franco- 
Soviet pact was thrown of the 
scrap heap and Daladier’s troops, 
heavily armed with the new 
weapons provided by Stalinist 
votes, broke the strikes of the 
workers. If he deems it neces- 
sary, Roosevelt will use.the Stal- 
inists in this country in the same 
way and for the same purpose. 

This, then, is the significance 
of the latest Stalinist line. AN 
the circumlocutions and masked 
formulations are dropped, Hence- 
forth Browder openly wears Uns 
cle Sam's uniform—not a pri- 
vate's, but the chevrons, boots 
and Sam Browne belt of a re- 
eruiting officer.

world, it cannot “afford” to admi the Jews! 


Why is it that 


the wealthier a capitalist country becomes, the less it can 
afford to admit persecuted people? 


The answer 


to Roosevelt and Chamberlain is the same 


as the answer to Hitler. In Germany, it is not the Jews who 


have taken away the workers’ 


jobs—it is German capitalism, 


it is Hitler himself. The same thing is true here: it is the 
bosses who take away the jobs from the workers!
